The Princess's 
mother, Mrs. Hidesaburo Shoda, 
was present. 


Takeshi Usami, director gen- 
eral of the Imperial Household 
Agency, made the official birth 
announcement, saying: 


“Since the Crown Prince's 
wedding last April we have 
wished from the bottom of our 
hearts for the birth of a child. 
Today at 4:15 p.m. a son was 
born. It is a matter for con- 
gratulations. The fact that 


both mother and child are welk 


is a source of great joy. ‘The 
birth was reported immediately 
to the Emperor and Empress 
and we know they must be 
happy. We pray from our 
hearts that the Imperial Prince 
will grow up in good health.” 


The date of the birth, the 
23rd, coincided with the birth 
date in December, 1933, of the 
happy father, Crown Prince Aki- 
hito. 


A beaming Crown Prince 
went to the hospital early last 
night and met the Princess and 
their first-born within minutes 
after arriving. 


Emperor Hirohito and Em.- 
press Nagako did not have to 
wait for the official notification 
from the Imperial Household 
Agency to learn that they had 
a new grandchild. They got 
the word first on television. 

The new prince, who is now 
second in line to the throne af- 
ter his father, wiil not be named 
until the seventh day—Feb, 29 
—from birth. 

But the first of various court 
rituals required in comnection 
with the birth was performed 
soon after birth. 


The child was presented with 
a sacred sword in a centuries- 
old ceremony symbolizing his 
duty to defend the country. 


The birth set off celebrations 
by large crowds which flocked 
to the palace plaza upon hear- 
pily cried banzai for the Im- 
perial baby.

One Aid to Miners 


By HARRIET SPENCER and MARGARET McVEIGH 


prefectural school system. Any 
of them may be attended with- 
out cost. In fact, a number 
of unemployed miners had 
begun studying there but when 
the road-building project start 
ed in the fall most miners left 
schoo] to try to get work where 
they could earn ¥400 a day. 

For this reason, the Engokai 
(Relief) Association which is 
financed jointly by the Govern- 
ment and the Industrial Asso- 
ciation (Keidanren) decided to 
subsidize miners who attend 
these vocatignal training 
schools. A miner will receive 
¥230 per day if he attends day 
classes and 130 yen if he at- 
tends night classes. In this way 
he and his family can subsist 
until he finishes the course. 

In the three schools located 
in the worst hit areas, the 
course for unemployed miners 
has been speeded up from one 
year to six months and facili- 
ties are being enlarged to en-

100 Trapped in 
E. German Mine 


SERLIN (AP)—A fiery ex- 
plosion in an East German coal 
mine trapped more than 100 
miners Monday, Killing’ at 
least 15.

Blind Children Show 


Artistic Awareness 


The Kobe Municipal School for the Blind is the first 
institution of its kind in Japan to adopt clay wo in 
the school curriculum. Today it is one of the favorite 
subjects of study of the sightless children, says Hideo Imai, 
principal, well-known also aS an Esperantist with wide 
contacts with overseas educators of the blind. 


In the past two years the students have made about 
6004 pieces of sculpture, instructed by Shiro Fukurai, a 
teacher at this school. 

Some of the pieces are pathetically moving to the be- 
holder, some have not the slighest hint of being the handi- 

_ work of a blind child. Several have won prizes from the 
Education Minister and the Japan UNESCO Association. 
They have also been picked for display at the Children’s 
Nika Exhibition. 

These honors have given confidence to the blind chil- 
dren, who at first thought “people would laugh at us.” 
The success of plasticine work at this school has led 
other institutions for tge blind to follow the example 
of the Kobe institution and their work has already been 
shown in Tokyo, Kobe, Kyoto, Nagoya, Kyushu and 
Shikoku, ' 

Classes in the plastic art have been recorded on film 
by the Mivako Motion Picture Co,

NEW DELHI—Whatever foibles and frailties Nehru may 
have you had better not underestimate his brilliance in taeti- 
cal diplomatic maneuver. His delayed note to China is a case 


in point.

How he solved it deserves to be taught in the schools for 
training diplomats. After three hours of talks with Khrush- 
chev he arose in the Indian Upper House and solemnly an- 
nounced that there was no basis for negotiating at present 
with China. Everyone seemed happy except Khrushchev who 
was reported looking “glum” by the rain-and-sunshine cor- 
respondents who. judge political climate by facial weather. 
There was talk of the failure of the Khrushchev mission and 
WY was even composing a cabled piece in my mind under the 
flourishing title “The Russians Lay an Egg.” 


Fortunately I neither finished nor sent the piece. Khrush~ 
chev left New Delhi for Calcutta and was wished godspeed— 
or whatever the worshipers of many gods wish a traveler 
who worships none. But no sooner had Khrushchev left India 
for Rangoon when Nehru coolly announced he had invited 


Chou En-lai to Delhi. 


The rub lay in the timing. The invitatfon was signed 


Feb. 6, five days before Khrushchev’s arrival. 


India’s ambassador who was returning to his Peiping post 


several days later and delivered last Friday. 
the best k~pt secrets of the diplomatic war.

Only a handful 


of insiders including Khrushchev knew as Nehru stood up 
in Parliament that _ letter pe - reaching Peiping. 


By this move Nehire Paw several pitfalls. Having sign- 
ed the note before Khrushchev arrived he could not be ac- 
cused of succumbing to his blandishments. Similarly he had 
refused Chou’s original invitation to meet him in Rangoon 
for negotiations and thus had not bowed to the Chinese. This 
was a fresh invitation for later in March, Indian-inspired, for 
a meeting in India, not Peiping or even Rangoon which is 
now a symbol of settlement with China under pressure. 


In addition to his timing, Nehru’s other contribution to 
the art of diplomacy was his distinction between negotiating 


with Chou and meeting with Chou. 


When he told Parlia- 


ment that there .was no basis for negotiation he was saved 
by this distinction. He has several times said he would “meet 
‘with anyone in the wide world.” 


His parliamentary opposition, led by Socialist Asoka 
Mehta, is understandably furious but their fury is ineffectual. 
‘The sharpest editorial attack is in the usually weighty Times 
‘of India which asks how Nehru and Chou can meet without 
megotiating and whether Nehru’s fiction is wholly honest. 
The India Express and the Hindustan Times both join in the 
‘attack. The leaders of the press and parliamentary opposition 

ave the uneasy feeling that they have been had. 


Perhaps their standards are too exacting when applied to 
foreign policy. Doubtless Nehru’s distinction between nego- 
‘tiating with Chou and meeting with him is a fiction, and a 
transparent one. But India’s dilemma is dangerous and dif- 
ficult. If Nehru can help resolve it by verbal juggling and 
parliamentary sleight of hand his opposition may regard him 
as too crafty but history will judge him in more kindly fa- 
shion, not by verbal forms but by the essence of what he does. 

If he succeeds in carrying off his maneuver and breaks 
the boundary stalemate on terms without dishonor or war he 
will have served his country well. If China rebuffs him he 
will have lost little and China rather than India will stand 
before the other Asian countries as adamant. 


The danger Nehru runs is the danger of meeting with

K’chev’s Indonesia Visit 


LONDON (BBC) Feb, 19—The 
Daily Telegraph conservative, 
discusses Mr. Khrushchev's 
visit to Indonesia, 

The paper notes that he ar- 
rived in Djakarta yesterday, 
and says that on the same day, 
the bulletin of the official Chi- 
nese news agency headlined the 
preparations for the repatriation 
of overseas Chinese from Indo- 
nesia. The conjunction of these 
two facts underlines the odd 
timing of the Soviet Prime Min- 
ister’s visit. 

The Daily Telegraph says it 
is logical to deduce that Mr. 
Khrushchev wishes to dissociate 
the Soviet Union from Chinese 
bellicosity. He must realize 
the damage that China’s various 
disputes with her Asian neigh- 
bors have done to communism. 
Merely by displaying himself in 
person as a ‘reasonable states- 
man, he will hope to win back 
friends and influence people, 


If his visit also leads Indo- 
nesia to look more to Russia 
than China, he will doubtless- 
ly be even better pleased. But, 
says the Telegraph, if Mr. 
Khrushchev’s main aim is to 
giadhand his way into Indo- 
nesia’s heart, he will also be 
taking careful note of the revo- 
lutionary possibilities in the In- 
donesian situation. He has al- 
ways had an eye for the main 
task.

Tibet: A Geographical Expression 


Leninism Suppresses Lamaism in Course of Drastic Sinicization

NEW DELHI—Tibet is being 
Sinicized. By and by there will 
be no more Tibetans and 
nothing will be left of the 
formerly powerful Lamaistic 
sect of Buddhism, Tibet is 
rapidly becoming a Chinese 
province colonized by the Chi- 
nese, 


Unlike the population ratio 
in Africa—6 million whites to 
300 million blacks—the Chinese 
population in Tibet today” is 
anywhere from one _ million 
Tibetans to one to three mil- 
lion Chinese. The Chinese Red 
regime has not counted the 
hneads in Tibet, but Tibetan cir- 
cles _in India estimated that 
there are at least 2 million Chi- 
nese in Tibet. 


‘The Tibetan story today is 
like the European conquest of 
North America and the Spanish 
conquest of Latin America—by 
sheer weight of population 
figures, arms, religion, ideology, 
cnlture,' blood and brains, In 
Tibet, the Chinese religion and 
ideology is materialist in its in- 
terpretation of history, namely 
Marxism, and advocates “libera- 
tion” from feudalism, which 
marked the history of Tibet 
from the 6th century A. D. up 
to March of 1959. 

There are no Tibetan leaders 
any more in Tibet except pup- 
pets—Tibetans manipulated by 


the Chinese.

The No. 1 puppet 
the Panchen Lama 
(Panchen Erdeni Chuji-Gelt- 
seng), the second spiritual and 
temporal ruler of Tibet, next to 
the Dalai Lama now in exile in 
India, 

The young Panchen Lama, 
Was not born in Tibet pro- 
per but in Tsinghai and raised 
in China proper. For the past 
four months and half he has 
been prevented from going to 
Tibet. He has been traveling 
all over China proper, inner 
Mongolia and Manchuria as a 
guest of the Red Peiping Gov- 
ernment, x 

During his absence the Chi- 
nese Communists have “demo- 
cratized” and “socialicized” 
Tibet, Today there is no 
“nobility” any more nor any 
landowners in Tibet, or even 
“nitddle farmers” in Communist 
phraseology. The feudal serfs 
today are free and are en- 
couraged to become masters of 
the “people’s democratic dicta- 
torship” in Tibet, using Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung’s terminolo- 
gy. The situation today, accord- 
ing to Tibetan circles here and 
in Mussoorie (seat of the Dalai 
Lama in exile north of New 
Delhi), is just like that of Man- 
chukuo in the 1930’s. However 
the maximum Japanese popula- 
tion in Manchuria never exceed- 
ed 1.5 million against the 40 
million Manehurians. The Chi- 
nese population today. in Tibet 


is roughly 2 to 1 in favor of the 
Chinese, A Chinese Tibet, like 
white Austrialia is being 
developed rapidly by increased 
Chinese colonialism and im- 
migration. 

Like the vogue in Red China 
today, where young women 
consider it a privilege to marry 
military officers, Tibetan wom- 
en today yearn to marry Chi- 
nese military officers and party 
cadres, so as to emerge on the 
top layer of present day Tibetan 
society. In addition to that, 
Tibetan children have been 
transported to China proper for 
education en masse since last 
year. Tibet today, a country 
which the Russians failed to 
populate by immigration from 
Kazakhstan in Central Asia, is 
rapidly becoming the Maritime 
Province of the Russian East-~ 
a fully “Chinesized” Tibet, | 

The Chinese today, having 
conquered Tibet by sheer armed 
force, are exterminating the 
Lamaistic monk class, making 
all monks work in agriculture 
for the socialist construction of 
the country. The celibacy of 
Lamaistic monks and polyandry 
in Tibet through the centuries 
have reduced the Tibetan 
population to the present 1 mil- 
lion - figure for ‘Tibet proper, 
The Chinese, on the other hand, 
are one of the most prolific 
races in the world, 

Lamaism and even Buddhism 
itself is being destroyed in Tibet 


in the same way as the Rutsians 
destroyed Orthodoxism and Is- 
lamism in Russia proper and 
in Central Asia. Lenin says: 
“Religion is the opium of the 
masses.” 


The entire ruling class in 
Tibet today is composed of 
Chinese only, with,a handful 
of Tibetan quislings, through 
the Chinese Communist Party's 
“Tibet Work Committee” and 
the Chinese military set-up in 
Tibet called the headquarters 
of the “Tibetan Military Area,” 
They arrest and execute Tibe- 
tans at will in accordance with 
their ideology and _  antifeu- 
dalism. They have uprooted 
Tibetan feudalism from the bot- 
tom. This is an expansion of 
Chinese influence to the roof 
of the world for the first time 
in history. 


The Chinese even prevented 
the Tibetan puppet, Panchen 
Lama, from returning to Tibet

Some American authors main- 


tain that the conditions for the 
class struggle do not etst in 
the United States because of the 
high standard of living. It is 
true that the living standard in 
the United States is so far con- 
siderably higher than in other 
countries. This can be explain- 
ed by a number of circum- 
stances, particularly by the fact 
that for practically one century, 
the United States did not ex- 
perience war on its own terri- 
tory. However, the high living 
standard in the United States 
is not enjoyed by the whole 
population. This was admitted 
by Vice President Nixon during 
his visit to the USSR. Figures 
from official United States 
sources show that millions of 
people in the United States can 
scarcely make both ends meet.

Eisenhower Starts Tour 


On the eve of his departure on a tour of four of the 
South American republics, President Eisenhower declared 
he hoped to make it clear on his journey that American 
military programs at home and abroad had been designed 
for one purpose only—the maintenance of peace,\as im- 
portant to Latin America as to the United States. 

The President's tour should have the effect of countering 
the complaints which have been heard in some Latin 
American quarters that the United States has “neglected” 


their interests, complaints 


that hardly tally’ with the 


further allegation, less often made now than formerly— 
except when revived by Communist agitators—that the 
Colossus of the North takes a colonial view of its relations 
with certain of the Central and South American countries. 

Interest in the United States in its southern neighbors 
has, of course, never flagged, but the Latin Americans 


must realize that the 


“norteamericanos” have often felt 


in a quandary—if they displayed too great an interest in 
the affairs of Latin America they stood the chance of being 


accused of “interference.” 


Leftist elements in some Latin 


American countries have persistently taken advantage of 
the psychological difference that exist between their peoples 
and those of the United States to exacerbate suspicion 
and distrust and to pretend that Washington by a species 
of “dollar diplomacy” is seeking the political enslavement 
of the Latin America states while giving economic aid 
that would benefit U.S. industrial enterprises rather than 
the peoples of the recipient countries. 

This picture, made the most of by Communists and 


is, 


their fellow travelers 


of course, 


far from the truth. 


Without the help of the United States the plight of the 
more backward of the Latin American states would be 
much worse than it is today, and when on those rare 
occasions the U.S. Government has deemed it necessary 
to interfere in the internal affairs of any of the republics 
it has been in the interests of the people themselves 
and of international peace and order. 


The Monroe 


Doctrine itself, sometimes criticized as a 


form of United States overlordship, would appear in reality 
to have been an instrument in the preservation of the 
independence of the Latin American countries. 


It is not, of course, 


palatable today to Communist 


agitators who would like to extend their system to the 
Western Hemisphere and who feel that its existence tends 
to marshal public opinion against them. But in essence, 
it is a warning that interference by a non-American country 


in the affairs of the 
regarded with indifference.

The recent visit of Soviet Deputy Premier Mikovan to 


Cuba has led to anxiety in 


some quarters that Moscow 


is pondering more active interference in the affairs of the 
American nations and that Cuba might become the center 


of antihemispheric intrigues.

Habo-Ho for Students? 


Application of Antisubversives Law Said Contemplated 


The law named  Habo-ho 
(Antisubversive Activities Law) 
has, to certain segments of the 
population, as odious a ring as 
a forecast of rain has to a day 
laborer. 

But it was officially cited by 
a government agency whose 
duty it is to enforce it when- 
ever there is a need. The occa- 
sion was a meeting of officials 
concerned of the eight regional 
bureaus of the Public Safety 
Investigation Agency (PSIA). 
The announcement was that the 
PSIA would investigate three 
leftist student organizations for 
possible violation of the Habo- 
ho, Le., engaging in subversive 
activities. 

The meeting, 
was held on Jan. 18, two days 
after the radical students had 
wrought havoc at Haneda Air- 
port in order to obstruct Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi’s de- 
parture for the U.S. to sign the 
new security treaty.

Its predecessor is Nippon

Antiwar Students’ League) 
formed in May 1950 by student 
Communists who had belong- 
ed to the International faction 
of the Japan Communist Party 
(JCP). They formed the group 
when they were “suppressed” 
by the main current faction of 
the JCP following the Comin- 
form criticism of Sanzo No- 
zaka’s thesis in January of that 
year. 

Spearheaded by Shagakudo 

The JCP, under the leader- 
ship of the main eurrent faction 
continued to pick on the Japan 
Antiwar Students’ League. 
Finally, in June 1952 it manag- 
ed to have the fifth national 
convention of the Zengakuren 
adopt a resolution favoring dis- 
solution of the pro-Internation- 
alist student group. Subsequ- 
ent to the famous-volte-face of 
the sixth National Congress of 
the JCP held in the summer of 
1955, however the JCP officially 
“regretted” this high-handed 
action. 

With it came the resurrection

The party issued a state- 
ment in the name of Secretary 
General Eki Sone and distribut- 
ed copies among newspapermen 
at various press clubs. 

There was no felicitous atmos- 
phere within the Socialist Party, 
which is in commotion over the 
problem of whether or not 
Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki 
should retire and be replaced 
by Jotaro Kawakami.

The House of Representatives 
Special Committee on the Secur- 
ity Treaty yesterday continued 
active debate on the Diet author- 
ity to amend treaties. 


Three scholars recommended 
by the three major parties ex-

Ever since its predecessor 
days, the Shagakudo has serv- 
ed as the spearhead, organizer 
and agitator of Zengakuren act- 
jvities. Its membership is about 
1,800 students. An outstanding 
feature of this body is that its 
membership is not confined to 
university and college students: 
it has chapters in about 
schools including about 20 high 


‘schools. 


Hard Core of Radicals 


The third organization refer- 
red to by the PSIA in its Janu- 
ary meeting is the Kyodo, the 
Communists’ League. Actual- 
ly, this is a faction within the 
Shagakuren and is the hard 
core of the radical students who 
sincerely believe that their mis- 
sion is to work for and effect 
a Bolshevik revolution. 

This group came into being 
as the result of another sup- 
pressive, . punitive measure 
takén by the JCP upon student 
Communists, following the so- 
called June.1 (1958) incident, 
in which militant students phy- 
sically assaulted Communist 
Party leaders whose policy they 
considered too mild. Those 
who were thus expelled from 
the party membership formed 
on Dec. 10 of the same year a 
faction of their own, naming 
it the Communists’ League with 
the implication that they are 
the “genuine” Communists, and 
that the JCP is a reactionary, 
spurious Communist organiza- 
tion. 

Committees and Cells 


With its headquarters located 
at the Sekai Rodo Unde Ken- 
kyusho (World Labor Move- 
ment Research Institute), the 
Communists’ League has five 
regional committees, five pre- 
fectural-municipal committees 
and about 50 cells. Its influ- 
ence is mostly concentrated on 
such universities as Hokkaido, 
Tokyo college division of To- 
kyo, Waseda, Meiji, Aichi, Shi- 
zuoka, Kanazawa, Kyushu and 
Kyoto. 

Its membership is about 500 


who constitute about 60 per 
cent of the members of the 
Shagakudo. 


As of the time of the 14th na- 
tional convention of the Zen- 
gakuren, held in June 1959, the 
Kyodo delegates constituted 40 
per cent of the total number 
of delegates. 

As the veritable elite of the 


radical students who control 
the Zengakuren at its top 
echelon, the Kyodo has also 


been active in organizing the 
youths among laborers, school 
teachers and women. It is now 
conducting a fund-raising cam- 
paign for establishing a print- 
ing press of its own so as to 
publish a Zenkoku Seiji Shim- 
bun (National Political News- 
paper). 

Whether or not the PSIA's 
proclaimed policy of conducting 
special surveillance on the 
three student bodies would re- 
sult in the application of the 
Habo-ho remains to be seen, 


Must Submit Data 
According to the statute, the 
PSIA must first collect data de- 
signed to prove that the sub- 


ject organizations have engag- 


ed in subversive activities. 
Then it is to submit them to 
the Public Safety Examination 
Commission for possible action. 


The commission then must 
conduct hearings so that the 
accused parties can defend 


themselves. In the event of 
affirmative finding, the commis- 
sion can at best enjoin the or- 
ganizations from holding de- 
monstrations and meetings or 
publishing organ papers for a 
fixed period. 

The chances are, however, 
that no action will*be taken 
by the PSIA because .there are 
reasons to believe that the an- 
nouncement of the policy itself 
would achieve the intended ef- 
fect—that of bridling the 
trouble-making students some- 
what and enabling the PSIA to 
delve into their activities wita 
a freer hand,

Khrushchev’s Blunders 


India Rubbed Wrong Way on Visit

DJAKARTA (AP)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev com- 
mitted a remarkable number of 
during his five-day 
“goodwill visit” to India. 

He started out by insulting 
India’s parliamentary system 
and ended up by ridiculing this 
underfed nation for accepting 
“dole” of American food ald. 

In between he embarrassed 
his Indian hosts whose friend- 
ship for the West is on the up- 
swing by using his Indian tour 
as platform for repeated attacks 
against colonialism’s “imperial- 
ist exploitation.” 

Khrushchev also irritated In- 
dian officialdom by thoughtless 
remarks against which he should 
have been briefed. And his 
brash and burly security men 
angered Indian press by their 
progressively rough efforts to 
protect their boss. 

Indian newsmen covering the 
tour were outspoken in their 
irritation. Some of their papers 
expressed this irritation in their 
editorial columns. 

Indian officials for the most 
part maintained embarrassed 
silence but several of them did 
little to hide their annoyance. 

At his voluble best Khrush- 
chev frequently steps on other 
peoples’ toes. But he usually 
carries it off by sheer force of 
his personality, vigor of his de- 
livery and steamroller weight 
of*his argument. 

None of these forces was in 
evidence at the start of the tour. 
Khrushchev looked so tired and 
acted so uncharacteristically 
subdued that veteran observers 
wondered at the cause. But 
his spirits picked up as the tour 
progressed and he delivered his 
last jibes, at a banquet on the 
eve of his departure from Cal- 
cutta for Rangoon, with bub- 
bling good humor. 

One of the worst. blunders 
Khrushchev committed was his 
attack on Western parliament-

Members of the Indian Parlia- 
ment sat in stony silence as 
Khrushchev's words rang 
through the hall.

chev referred to “Panch Sheei,” 


five principles of coexigtence 
and noninterference to which 
India subscribes but which JIn- 
dians feel Moscow's ally Com- 
munist China has shattered by 
its aggression against India‘s 
northern borders. 


The Times of India com- 
mented: 
“The Soviet Premier’s refer- 


ence to Panch Sheel will be re- 
ceived with mixed feelings in a 
country that has suffered from 
the assumption that those who 
generally profess their loyalty 
to the five principles are sincere 
advocates of Panch Sheel.” 

At the state banquet in his 
honor that night Khrushchev 
toasted the Indian Government 
and people and Prime Minister 
Nehru by name. He apparent- 
ly forgot to mention India’s re- 
vered President Rajendra Pra- 
sad who happened to be his 
host. 

Throughout his tour Khrush- 
chev expounded repeatedly and 
at length on the Soviet style 
democracy and the freedoms he 
said are enjoyed by the Soviet 
people. 

Indians ,have been reared 
under the Western democratic 
system and many of them have 
first hand knowledge of total- 
itarian Soviet rights and free- 
doms from visits to the Soviet 
Union or visits there by rela- 
tives and friends. 

Khrushchev also reminded 
Indians repeatedly of economic 
aid they are receiving from the 
Soviet Union. Most of the time 
his audiences applauded his re- 
minders politely but not enthu- 
siastically. 

He also boasted repeatedly of 
“selfless” aid the Soviet Union 
gives to other underdeveloped 
countries and dangled a prom- 
ise of more aid to India, con- 
trasting with Western forms of 
aid which he said only serve 
ulterior motives of capitalism. 

U.S. ald to India has totaled 
more than $2,000 million com- 
pared to less than $300 million 
from the Soviet Union. 

Thinking Indians are not ob 
livious of this fact. 

“I think he has underrated 
the intelligence of his listeners,” 
an Indian newsman who cover- 
ed the tour said.
